The species are independent or distinct because each species discloses a 
different arrangement of relaying means. Species I shows an arrangement wherein the 
relaying means are arranged at an angle of 0 greater then zero but not 90, species II 
shows an arrangement wherein the equal is 90 degrees, species III shows an 
arrangement wherein two relays are arranged side by side and species IV shows an 
arrangement wherein the relays are arranged on the side of the arm portion and the line 
element of the relay extends through a seal member. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 appears generic.
